To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Barry  District  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Report  for  the  year 
1895,  and  of  laying  before  you  the  usual  tables  of  vital  statistics. 

By  a General  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  dated  March, 
1891,  it  is  prescribed  that  every  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall  : — 

“ Make  an  Annual  Report  to  the  Sanitary  Authority  up  to  the 
“ end  of  December  in  each  year,  comprising  a summary  of  the  action 
“ taken,  or  which  he  has  advised  the  Sanitary  Authority  to  take  during 
“ the  year  for  preventing  the  spread  of  disease,  and  an  account  of  the 
“ sanitary  state  of  his  district  generally  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

“ The  Report  shall  also  contain  an  account  of  the  enquiries  which 
“he  has  made  as  to  conditions  injurious  to  health  existing  in  the 
“ district,  and  of  the  proceedings  in  which  he  has  taken  part  or  advised 
“under  any  statute,  so  far  as  such  proceedings  relate  to  those  con- 
“ ditions. 

“ Also  an  account  of  the  supervision  exercised  by  him  or  on  his 
“ advice,  for  purposes,  over  places  or  houses  that  the  Sanitary 
“ Authority  have  power  to  regulate,  with  the  nature  and  results 
“ of  any  proceedings  which  may  have  been  so  required  and  taken  in 
“ respect  of  the  same  during  the  year. 

“ The  Report  shall  also  record  the  action  taken  by  him  or  on  his 
“ advice  during  the  year,  in  regard  to  offensive  trades,  to  dairies, 
“ cow-sheds,  and  milk-shops,  and  for  factories  and  workshops. 

“ The  Report  shall  also  contain  tabular  statements  of  the  sickness 
“ and  mortality  within  the  District,  classified  according  to  diseases, 
“ ages  and  liabilities.” 

This  Report  is  therefore  made  in  accordance  with  the  above 
Regulations. 

The  Urban  Sanitary  District  of  Barry  comprises  an  area  of  4,104 
acres,  density  of  population  equals  5 '46  persons  per  acre. 
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POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  district  has  been  estimated  at  23,228,  and  it 
is  on  this  estimate  statistical  returns  have  been  constructed. 

As  the  birth  and  death  rates  of  a large  locality  are  based  on  its 
estimated  population,  it  is  very  important  it  should  be  as  accurate  as 
possible  The  Registrar-General,  in  his  estimate,  bases  it  on  the  mean 
annual  increment  of  the  decennial  period  intervening  between  the  last 
and  the  previous  census,  adding  this  to  each  subsequent  year.  This 
formula  is  sufficient  as  regards  the  entire  kingdom,  or  those  districts 
wherein  no  disturbing  causes  come  into  operation,  as  it  fairly  marks 
the  increase  of  natural  productive  powers ; but  there  are  districts 
whei’e  the  increase  is  not  alone  due  to  these,  as  where  a rapid  growth 
in  the  industrial  or  commercial  interests  attracts  a corresponding  influx 
of  new  comers.  Barry  is  a most  notable  instance  of  such  an  element  of 
increase  ; this  is  established  by  the  addition  of  new  houses,  as  well  as 
by  the  birth-rate. 

The  census  return  of  April,  1891,  gave  the  population  of  Barry  as 
1 2,665  ; the  total  increase  between  the  census  of  1881  and  1891  was 
12,165  ; or  a yearly  increment  of  1,216,  thus  by  this  formula  the 
population  of  the  district  for  1895  would  be  19,159  (including  800 
floating  popnlation). 

During  the  early  part  of  December  I caused  a careful  survey  of 
the  district  to  be  made,  and  obtained  the  following  information,  which 
I have  every  reason  to  believe  is  correct.  According  to  this  return  : — 
The  proportionate  number  of  occupants  of  each  house  varied  from  5 '50 
to  6 -50.  I therefore  multiplied  the  total  number  of  inhabited  houses 
by  6-00,  this  gives  an  estimated  population  at  the  end  of  the  year  of 
22,428  ; to  this  is  to  be  added  800,  the  mean  floating  poupulation, 
making  together  an  estimated  population  at  the  end  of  the  year 
of  23,228.

MARRIAGES. 

The  total  number  of  Marriages  during  the  year  1895,  as  furnished 
by  the  District  Registrar  was  98,  corresponding  to  a rate  of  4.22 


BIRTHS. 

The  Births  registered  during  the  year  were  891  ; of  these  434 
were  males  and  457  females.  The  birth-rate  was  38-3  per  1000 
living,  as  compared  with  30*3  the  rate  of  England  and  Wales. 

It  must,  however,  be  remembered  that  this  death-rate  is  calculated 
on  the  estimated  total  population,  which  includes  800  seamen,  the 
average  number  constantly  in  the  Port  whose  families  reside  elsewhere, 
and  who  do  not  contribute  to  the  birth-rate.  If  we  deduct  these  800 
from  the  total  population  and  estimate  the  birth-rate  with  the  , 
population  proper,  the  rate  would  be  39  7. 
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Table  I.  shows  the  population,  the  births,  deaths,  excess  of  deaths 
over  births,  and  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  annually.

DEATHS. 

During  the  year  1895,  345  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district, 
of  these  187  were  males  and  158  females.  The  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  being  546.  The  death-rate  was  equal  to  14-8  per  1000  of  the 
population  as  compared  with  10*9  in  1894.  The  rate  in  England  and 
Wales  in  1895  was  18-7. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  the  seven  chief  zymotic  disease  during 
the  same  period  was  42,  death-rate  D8  per  1000  persons  living,  as  com- 
pared with  0*5  in  1894.  The  rate  of  England  and  Wales  was  2 • 1 3. 
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First  Quarter.—  The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  13 
weeks  ending  30th  March,  1895,  at  all  ages  and  from  all  causes  was  107, 
•corresponding  to  an  annual  rate  of  18-4  per  1,000  living,  compared 
with  10'3  the  rate  of  the  first  quarter  of  1894,  and  with  22-8  the  mean 
rate  in  the  first  quarter  in  England  and  Wales. 

The  deaths  from  the  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases  during  the  first 
quarter  were  8,  being  equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  1 '3  per  1,000  as 
compared  with  0-4  the  rate  in  the  first  quarter  of  last  year,  and  with 
1'34  the  rate  of  England  and  Wales. 

Second  Quarter.— -During  the  quarter  ending  29th  June,  1895, 
53  deaths  were  registered,  corresponding  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  9T 
per  1,000,  compared  with  1 0*6,  the  rate  in  the  second  quarter  of  last 
year,  and  with  17 '2  the  mean  rate  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  deaths  from  the  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases  in  the  same 
•quarter  was  7,  corresponding  to  an  annual  rate  of  l-2  per  1,000,  as 
compared  with  0'0,  the  rate  in  the  second  quarter  of  the  previous  year, 
.and  D32  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

Third  Quarter. — The  deaths  registered  in  quarter  ending  28th 
■September,  1895  were  86,  corresponding  to  an  annual  death-rate  of 
14-8  per  1,000,  compared  with  11 -4  in  the  third  quarter  of  preceding 
year,  and  with  17 ‘4  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  deaths  from  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases  were  13,  being  equal 
to  an  annual  death-rate  of  2-2  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  0-8  the 
average  rate  in  the  third  quarter  of  previous  year,  and  3 '50  that  of 
England  and  Wales. 

Fourth  Quarter. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the 
quarter  ending  28th  December,  1895  were  99,  being  in  the  proportion 
•of  17-0  deaths  annually  per  1,000  persons  living,  compai’ed  with  11 -2, 
the  mean  rate  of  the  fourth  quarter  of  last  year,  and  17-5  that  of 
England  and  Wales. 

The  deaths  from  the  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases  were  14,  being 
equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  2-4  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  DO 
the  rate  of  the  fourth  quarter  of  last  year,  and  with  2-35  that  of 
England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year

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The  considerable  increase  in  the  death-rate  of  1895  over  that  of 
1894  was  due  principally  to  the  following  causes: — 1st.  The 
abnormally  low  death-rate  of  1894  2nd.  The  large  increase  in  the 
number  of  young  children  born.  3rd.  The  inclement  weather  during 
the  first  quarter  of  1895.  4th.  The  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
old  people  following  the  younger  branches  of  families  already  resident 
in  the  district,  and  lastly  to  some  extent,  the  number  of  accidents  con- 
tributed to  the  increase  of  deaths. 


The  proportion  of  deaths  under  one  year  per  1,000  births  will  be 
seen  in  Table  II.,  also  that  of  England  and  Wales.

Measles. — This  disease,  like  all  infantile  epidemics,  appears 
periodically,  and  then  attacks  all  who  are  exposed  to,  and  susceptible 
of  the  infection ; the  extent  of  prevalence  is  in  the  direct  ratio  to  the 
interval  that  has  elapsed  between  each  visitation.  Measles  is  very 
infectious  throughout  its  whole  course,  and  perhaps,  at  no  period  more 
so  than  during  the  premonitory  symptoms.  The  last  epidemic  of 
measles  was  in  1890,  when  210  cases  were  reported  and  10  deaths 
registered. 

The  total  cases  in  the  District  for  1895  were  120,  as  near  as  could 
be  judged  ; number  of  deaths  registered  4,  giving  a death-rate  of  0T7 
per  1,000  persons  living,  against  O'O  the  rate  in  1894. 

Whooping  Cougii. — There  were  3 deaths  from  this  disease 
registered  in  the  district,  being  equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  0T3 
per  1,000  as  compared  with  0’05  the  rate  in  1894. 

Diphtheria. — The  4 deaths  ascribed  to  Diphtheria  corresponds  to 
an  annual  death-rate  of  0T7  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  0T5  in  1894. 
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Scarlet  Fever. — Two  deaths  were  registered  from  this  disease 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  2 in  1894.  The  deaths  were  equal 
to  an  annual  death-rate  of  08  per  1,000  persons  living,  against  0T0 
the  rate  in  1894. 

The  total  number  of  cases  reported  under  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Notification  Act  amounted  to  101.  The  number  increasing  from  16  in 
the  first  quarter,  and  in  the  second  and  third  quarters  19  in  each  to  47 
in  the  fourth  quarter. 

Scarlet  Fever  prevailed  generally  throughout  the  District.  Its 
spread  was  in  a great  measure  due  to  the  imperfect  isolation  of  the 
infected  sick  amongst  the  poorer  classes  of  the  inhabitants.  This 
disease  when  once  introduced  into  the  crowded  houses  of  the  poor 
almost  invariably  spreads  to  all  the  susceptible  inmates,  as  complete 
separation  of  the  sick  from  the  healthy  is  in  such  cases  an  absolute 
impossibility.  In  some  few  instances  the  spread  was  undoubtedly  due 
to  infected  children  attending  schools.  In  these  cases  the  disease  was 
of  a very  mild  type,  and  was  not  recognised  by  the  parents,  so  that  no 
medical  attendance  was  procured,  and  no  notice  of  the  cases  wei’e  sent 
to  the  Sanitary  Authority. 

Typhoid  Fever.- — The  4 deaths  registered  from  this  disease  were 
equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  0‘  1 7 per  1,000  persons,  as  compared 
with  O'OO  in  1894. 

There  were  26  cases  dotified,  and  were  fairly  distributed  through- 
out the  District,  several  of  them  would  be  more  correctly  described  as 
of  a Typhoidal  character  being  of  so  mild  a type,  but  in  three  houses 
infected  the  disease  was  severe,  and  due  to  carelessness  and  want  of 
reasonable  cleanliness  in  the  domestic  arrangements.  In  no  case  could 
the  disease  be  attributed  to  bad  drainage,  or  other  causes  over  which 
the  Sanitary  Officers  have  control.  Two  of  the  cases  were  removed 
from  vessels,  having  contracted  the  disease  elsewhere,  and  one  case 
came  in  an  advanced  stage  from  outside  the  District. 

Diarrhoea. — Twenty  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year, 
giving  a death-rate  of  0'86  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  0-26  in 
the  previous  year.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  majority  of  deaths  were 
amongst  infants  (at  the  nursing  period  of  life)  under  one  year  of  age, 
and  that  they  occurred  during  the  third  or  summer  quarter.  Towards 
the  end  of  July  my  attention  was  directed  to  an  increasing  mortality 
from  Diarrhoea.  I then  made  an  enquiry  into  its  history  and  etiology, 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  there  were  any  excitant  or  pre- 
desposing  causes  operating  in  such  a manner  as  to  make  it  assume  an 
epidemic  form.  The  result  of  these  enquiries  induced  me  to  conclude 
that  the  disease  was  sporadic,  and  the  chief  factors  contributing  to  this 
excessive  prevalence  of  diarrhoea  were  temperature,  age,  and  diet.

ISOLATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  Small-Pox  Hospital  and  its  surroundings  are  now  in  a. 
thoroughly  satisfactory  state,  but  it  is  not  large  enough  should  the 
disease  appear  in  an  epidemic  form.  Only  six  cases  can  be  accommo- 
dated properly,  and  three  additional  patients  could  be  taken  in  by 
encroaching  on  the  Caretaker’s  comfort.  There  are  sufficient  bedsteads, 
and  bedding  for  the  maximum  number  we  could  possibly  take  in. 

I have  the  assurance  of  the  Health  Committee  that  they  will  urge- 
the  necessity  of  proceeding  with  the  erection  of  the  general  Infectious. 
Diseases  Hospital  at  an  early  date. 
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Sanitary  Condition  of  the  District  and  Summary  of  Work 
performed  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  & his  Assistant 

INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. — In  conformity  with  the  Regulations  of 
the  Local  Government  Board,  a systematic  inspection  of  the  District  has  been  made 
by  Mr.  Alfred  E.  Leyshon,  your  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  Mr.  Samuel  B.  Sommer- 
field,  Assistant  Inspector,  and  a large  number  of  sanitary  defects  in  various  parts  of 
the  District  have  been  discovered  and  remedied.

WATER  SUPPLY.

Remarks.  Sample  A. — The  hardness  has  been  calculated  from  the 
lime  and  magnesia  present  ; the  actual  soap-destroying  power 
of  the  water  is  much  greater.  There  was  a slight  ferruginous 
deposit,  containing  fibres  of  pinewood,  wool,  coal  dust,  etc. 
I am  of  opinion  that  this  water  is  in  no  respect  suitable  for 
dietetic  and  domestic  use,  being  unsatisfactory  as  regards  the 
amount  of  saline  matter  and  the  amount  of  oxidized  nitrogen, 
while  the  organic  purity  is  not  what  it  should  be. 


Remarks.  Sample  B. — This  water  is,  in  my  opinion,  totally  unfit  for 
drinking,  shewing  strong  evidence  of  actual  pollution.

SCAVENGING  OPERATIONS. 

The  Scavenging  of  the  District  is  undertaken  by  the  Sanitary 
Authority,  and  the  work  has,  on  the  whole,  been  efficiently  performed 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Officers  of  the  Council. 

Notwithstanding  the  regularity  with  which  the  system  is  worked, 
considerable  difficulty  has  been  at  times  experienced  in  inducing 
occupiers  of  certain  streets  to  place  their  house  refuse  in  a suitable 
receptacle  able  to  contain  the  refuse.  In  these  places  the  slovenly 
habit  of  throwing  the  refuse  on  the  street  and  lanes  prevails,  and  a 
nuisance  is  thereby  caused.  Proceedings  against  some  of  those  offenders 
should  be  taken,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Town’s  Police  Clauses  Act. 

THE  FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,'  1891. 

The  above  Act,  so  far  as  concerns  the  Urban  Sanitary  Authority 
of  this  District,  has  been  carried  out  according  to  circular  issued  by  the 
Local  Government  Board,  dated  30th  September,  1891. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MTLKSHOPS  ORDER,  1885. 

The  registered  milk-sellers  in  the  district  are  48  in  number.  Six 
new  applications  for  registration  were  made  during  the  year,  and  in 
each  case  the  premises  were  inspected  and  the  occupiers  required  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  above  order. 

An  active  supervision  of  the  premises  occupied  by  milk  purveyors, 
and  a rigid  enforcement  of  the  legal  powers  conferred  on  the  District 
Council  by  the  above  order,  has  resulted  in  a considerable  change  for 
the  better  in  the  condition  of  these  places. 
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The  clanger  to  the  public  health  from  contaminated  milk  is  now  so 
well  established,  that  it  is  most  desirable  that  every  possible  means 
should  be  used  to  protect  this  article  of  diet  from  all  unnecessary  risk 
of  pollution.  The  adoption  of  the  Infectious  Disease  (Prevention)  Act 
confers  still  further  powers  in  this  direction,  and  enables  the  District 
Council  in  cases  where  disease  is  attributable  to  milk  supply,  to 
prohibit  under  certain  conditions  the  sale  of  milk  in  their  district,  from 
any  dairy  from  whence  the  disease  is  supposed  to  have  originated, 
whether  situated  within  or  without  the  district  of  the  Authority. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

The  Bakehouses  in  the  district  have  been  carefully  inspected 
during  the  year,  most  of  which  were  found  to  be  clean  and  in  a good 
sanitary  condition,  but  in  some,  structeral  defects  were  found  which 
required  alteration.  In  all  cases  the  cleansing  and  whitewashing  has 
been  regularly  performed  (twice  yearly)  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Acts. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  Common  Lodging  Houses  registered  in  the  district 
are  7.  They  were  frequently  visited  (by  day  and  night)  and  found 
clean,  well  ventilated,  and  not  overcrowded.  There  were  no  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  reported  from  the  above  houses  during  the  year. 

SEAMEN’S  LODGING-HOUSES. 

The  number  of  Licensed  Seamen’s  Lodging-houses  in  the  district 
was  45,  of  which  7 were  during  the  year  revoked  for  breaches  against 
the  Merchant  Shipping  (Fishing  Boats)  Act,  1883,  and  the  Bye-laws  as  to 
Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses.  The  inspection  of  houses  (day  and  night  visits) 
have  been  strictly  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  Bye-laws,  viz.,  to 
see  to  the  cleanliness  of  dining-rooms,  bedrooms,  bedding,  wash-houses, 
bath-rooms,  water  closets  and  back  yards,  and  that  the  bedroom 
windows  are  opened  at  least  two  hours  daily,  also  to  overcrowding. 
T may  further  state  that  only  one  case  of  sickness  (a  seaman  suffering 
from  pleurisy)  occurred  in  the  above  lodging-houses  during  the  year.

I beg  leave  to  submit  to  you  a report  of  the  Seamen’s  Lodging- 
houses  in  the  District. 
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The  Bye-laws  were  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  26tb 
September,  1892,  and  posters  were  distributed  throughout  the  District 
giving  notice  that  all  persons  desirous  of  being  licensed  under  the  said 
Bye-laws  must  apply  at  the  Local  Board  Office,  Vere  Street,  Cadoxton, 
and  that  after  the  1st  July,  1893,  none  but  persons  duly  licensed  shall 
keep  Lodging-houses  or  let  lodgings  to  seamen  in  the  Sea-port  Town 
of  Barry  ; or  in  any  part  thereof. 

During  the  two  years  the  Bye-laws  have  been  in  force  78  applica- 
tions have  been  made  and  40  have  been  granted  licenses,  of  these  two 
have  left  the  district,  one  has  given  up  keeping  seamen,  and  five  have- 
been  refused  renewal  of  License  for  breach  of  Bye-laws,  leaving  a total 
of  32  Licensed  Seamen’s  Lodging-houses  in  the  District  capable  of 
accommodating  about  350  seamen. 

The  general  character  of  those  now  keeping  Lodging-houses  is. 
fairly  good,  and  the  bedding  and  houses,  <fcc.,  are  kept  in  a clean  and 
wholesome  condition. 

The  seamen  in  this  district  should  be  thankful  to  the  Council  for 
enforcing  the  above  Bye-laws,  for  it  is  greatly  to  their  interest  and 
welfare.  They  can  now  enter  their  lodgings  and  find  a clean  house, 
with  good  bedding,  their  meals  cooked  well  and  given  at  regular  hours, 
and  can  retire  to  rest  without  the  fear  of  being  robbed  and  maltreated. 

The  Council  by  enforcing  the  Bye-laws  have  been  the  cause  of 
sending  out  of  our  midst  17  of  the  lowest  characters  in  the  district, 
some  of  them  have  done  penal  servitude  and  been  flogged  for  robbing 
and  illtreating  sailors,  others  for  keeping  brothels  and  drinking  dens. 
These  men  lived  by  decoying  sailors  into  their  houses  and  keeping  them 
there  in  a state  of  drunkenness  from  the  time  they  entered  till  they 
were  re-shipped. 

Our  local  police  court  is  not  troubled  with  as  many  cases  of 
assaults,  ifec.,  as  before  the  Bye-laws  were  in  force. 

UNLICENSED  HOUSES. 

Great  trouble  and  extra  work  have  been  incurred  in  order  to 
suppress  the  keeping  of  the  above,  and  on  the  whole  (having  a large 
seaport  so  near  to  us  without  such  Bye-laws)  I think  we  have  done 
very  well.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  fourteen  persons  for 
keeping  seamen  without  a license,  and  fines  were  imposed  amounting  to 
XI 9 10s.,  also  a great  many  have  left  the  district  through  the  fear  of 
being  caught  keeping  unlicensed  houses,  and  I think  in  the  future  we 
may  be  able  to  stop  all  that  are  not  licensed  when  they  find  that  the 
fines  are  becoming  heavier  than  at  the  commencement.

Gentlemex, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1896 

The  Port  Sanitary  District  of  Barry  was  constituted  in  the 
year  1893. 

The  Boundaries  of  the  District  are  defined  as  follows  : — 

A straight  line  drawn  due  South  from  the  seaward  extremity 
of  the  common  boundary  of  the  Parishes  of  Sully  and 
Lavernoek,  and  to  the  boundary  of  the  said  port,  a straight 
line  drawn  due  South  from  the  seaward  extremity  of  the 
common  boundary  of  the  Parishes  of  St.  Athan’s  and  Llantwit 
Major,  to  the  boundary  of  the  said  port,  and  a line  co-incident 
with  that  part  of  the  boundary  of  the  said  port  which  lies 
between  the  points  at  which  the  straight  lines  hereinbefore 
mentioned  meet  such  boundary ; together  with  the 
waters  of  the  said  port  of  Cardiff  within  such  limits,  and  the  place  or 
places  for  the  time  being  appointed  as  the  Customs  Boarding  Station 
or  Stations  for  such  part  of  the  said  port,  and  every  other  place  for 
time  being  appointed  for  the  mooring  or  anchoring  of  ships  for  such 
part  of  the  said  port,  under  any  regulations  for  the  prevention  of  the 
spread  of  diseases  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Statutes  in  that 
behalf,  and  the  docks,  basins,  harbours,  creeks,  rivers,  channels,  roads, 
bays,  and  streams  belonging  to  such  par  t of  the  said  port. 
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The  regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board  prescribe,  with 
regard  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  : — 

“ That  he  shall  prepare  an  annual  report,  to  be  made  to  the 
“ end  of  December  in  each  year,  comprising  tabular  statements 
“ (so  far  as  he  shall  have  been  able  to  obtain  the  necessary 
“ information),  of  the  sickness  and  mortality  of  persons  on 
“ ship-board  within  the  District,  classified  according  to 
“ diseases,  ages,  and  vessels,  and  a summary  of  the  action 
“ taken  during  the  year  for  preventing  the  spead  of  disease. 
“ The  report  shall  also  contain  an  account  of  the  proceedings 
“ in  which  he  has  taken  part  or  advised  under  the  Public 
“ Health  Act,  1875,  so  far  as  such  proceeding  relate  to  con- 
“ ditions  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health,  and  also  an  account 
“ of  the  supervision  exercised  by  him,  or  on  his  advice,  for 
“sanitary  purposes  over  places  and  vessels  that  the  Port 
“ Sanitary  Authority  has  power  to  regulate,  with  the  nature 
“ and  results  of  any  proceedings  which  may  have  been  so 
“ required  and  taken  in  respect  of  the  same  during  the  year.’' 


This  report  is  therefore  made  in  accordance  with  the  above  quoted 
regulations. 


The  floating  population  of  the  District  is  roughly  estimated  at  800 
persons.

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INSPECTION  OF  SHIPPING. 

During  the  year  1895,  760  vessels  were  inspected.  588  were  found 
in  a fair  or  good  condition,  and  172  in  a more  or  less  defective  or 
insanitary  state.  Ninety-three  written  notices  were  served,  and 
seventy-nine  verbal  orders  were  given  to  the  masters  or  those  in  charge 
to  have  the  defects  or  nuisances  abated,  as  a rule  very  little  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  obtaining  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Inspector.
